CHAPTER 

The Dulwich Notebook is an insightful new book that uncovers just 
what makes c the Dulwiches’ tick. Meet the author, Mireille Galinou

T here’s a new breed of guidebook 
in town - not one that focuses 
on London’s tourist hotspots, 
but instead highlights one of 
the capital’s loveliest residential quarters. 
The Dulwich Notebook , written by local 
portrait artist Mireille Galinou with 
photography by Torla Evans, challenges 
the assumption that books about “the 
‘burbs” should focus on local history. 

The book captures the Dulwich of today 
- East, West, the Village and South 
Dulwich - as well as some of the area’s 
‘movers and shakers’. We caught up with 
the author, who spent two and a half 
years researching and writing the book, 
to discover just what’s so special about 
‘the Dulwiches’... 

You’re an art historian by 
trade. Is the area’s culture 
and creativity what inspired 
you to write the book? 

I was inspired to write the 
book because my last book 
(Cottages and Villas ), dealt 
with St John’s Wood, the 
country’s very first garden 
suburb built at the 
beginning of the 19th 
century. Dulwich was 
another garden suburb 
and I was interested to see 
how it might relate to my 
previous research. The two suburbs are in 
fact completely different but I found a few 
comparisons between them. 

What is it that makes ‘the Dulwiches’ 
such a special part of the city? 

Most people think of Dulwich as just 
being the Village. Historically, the 
boundaries of the Dulwich Estate stretched 
between Gypsy and Denmark Hills, so 


what has surprised me most is that we 
are not dealing with a single, homogenous 
entity but with a variety of different 
sub-neighbourhoods. 

Did you discover a different character 
to each of ‘the Dulwiches’? 

Yes I did. The Village is miraculously, 
still ‘village-like’ despite the rising success 
of Dulwich Picture Gallery - no longer a 
forgotten venue but a new star on the 
London art scene with a dynamic 
education programme and excellent 
exhibitions. West Dulwich, dominated by 
a major transport route, is struggling to 
establish its identity but The Dulwich 
Notebook records very hopeful signs of 
change. South Dulwich is a paradise for 
sport and nature lovers. East 
Dulwich has the buzz of a 
thriving urban centre - its 
shops and restaurant scene 
have experienced something 
of a renaissance in the last 
10 years or so. Its residents 
are forever praising the sense 
of community there. 

I haven’t come across 
the term ‘South Dulwich’ 
before. Is it a term you 
coined yourself or is it 
a historical name? 

Yes, you could say that 
I coined the term ‘South Dulwich’. The 
area is firmly within the boundaries of the 
Dulwich Estate, despite the fact that it is 
clustered around the misleadingly-named 
Sydenham Hill Station. 

What was your most surprising discovery 
about the area? 

The fabulous views of Dulwich, south 
London and even central London from 


the roof of the Dawsons’ Heights estate. 
The number of bookshops in and around 
Dulwich is also quite extraordinary! 

Who was the most interesting character 
you discovered during your research? 

Although The Dulwich Notebook 
describes some of the most important 
historical figures associated with Dulwich, 
I have particularly enjoyed interviewing 
the people who are passionate about 
Dulwich now. They are determined to 
breathe new life into their neighbourhood. 
In the book they are labelled ‘movers and 
shakers’, but of course I could only 
present a very small selection of these 
enterprising men and women. 

There are some great independent 
shops and boutiques in the area. Can 
you share a couple of your favourites? 

A visit to the dulwich trader on Croxted 
Road is always a joy and I can’t resist 
The Cheese Block on Lordship Lane. 

Do you have a favourite local restaurant? 

East Dulwich is by far the venue with the 
greatest choice and I certainly haven’t tried 
everything there yet. But I like Franklins 
restaurant for inspiring traditional food and 
ToastED for something a little more 
pioneering and quite delicious. 

There are some fascinating pockets of 
contemporary architecture in Dulwich. 

Is there one you particularly admire? 

Among the most exciting are the 
award-winning Huf houses tucked away 
at the end of Woodyard Lane. They blend 
modernism and tradition in a way that 
seems perfect for Dulwich.

The Camberwell comedian contemplates the fads 
andfashions that lay in wait for us in 2016 


S o then 2016, what’s on the horizon? What 
fads and fashions are we all going to be 
suckered into this year? What peculiar 
cocktails shall we be drinking and out of 
what sort of receptacles? Surely it’s time for even 
Shoreditch to ditch the jam jar? 

What will be the new ‘dirty food’? 

Last year we saw the reinvention of 
the hot dog, and apparently this year 
it’s going to be gourmet kebabs and 
baked potatoes with a twist. I’m not 
sure how you can put a twist on a 
potato but apparently it’s all about the 
filling - raclette cheese and roast 
artichoke, anyone? 

In terms of gourmet gadgets, 2015 
gave us the spiralizer, which came in 
two forms - a cheap handheld, semi-useless version, 
and an expensive space-wasting semi-useless 
version. The trouble with the spiralizer is that it 
promises so much, but only really works with 
courgette, hence the veggie dish of the year, 
‘courgetti’, a carb-free pasta alternative that stops 
being healthy the second you slather it in pesto in an 
attempt to make it edible. 

Pulled pork continued to be big news and we all 
made vile scraping noises with our cutlery as we 
battled to eat off slates and roof tiles. Chips were 
served in tweed flat caps and, on one memorable 
occasion, I was offered tripe cooked three ways on a 
herb-encrusted skateboard.

But I’m not kidding when I say that after an 
extensive stand-up tour of the UK over the past 


couple of months, the winner of the Killer Regional 
Dish of the Year is... the notorious ‘parmo’ from 
Teesside. This deep-fried breaded chicken cutlet, 
topped with a bechamel sauce and cheese, is said 
to have been introduced to the North East by a chef 
from the American army who was injured in the 
Second World War and treated in 
a British hospital. 

I’m not sure exactly what the 
chef’s injuries were, but should you 
choose to introduce the parmo to 
your diet as a regular treat, then 
prepare to hear your arteries clogging 
up while the buttons pop off your 
trousers, because this greasy, cheesy 
feast - served with chips, no less - 
adds up to a whopping 2,600 calories 

per portion! 

It’s a good job I only did a couple of nights up in 
the North East, because if I’d had many more parmo 
nights, I wouldn’t be able to fit through my own 
front door! 

Just as delicious but a lot less fattening than the 
parmo is The Amazing World MC Escher exhibition 
at Dulwich Picture Gallery. I have to confess that 
I was semi-dragged along to this, anticipating lots 
of tedious optical-illusion trickery, but it’s glorious 
- both precise and other-worldly. I thought at most 
I might be impressed by it, but I never expected to 
be moved. Treat yourself, then have a walk around 
Dulwich Park, where suddenly you will see Escher- 
style patterns in every bird and fallen leaf. 

Oh yes, and have a very Happy New Year!

MAKING 

Stag & Bow in Forest Hill is expanding its 
creative empire with a new open-access studio

W e had a family Christmas 

where we were handing out 
gifts that we’d made for 
everybody,’ says Pascale 
Spall, when I ask how Stag & Bow, the 
haberdashery in Forest Hill she runs with 
husband Cyrus Colquitt, came to fruition. 
‘My dad said, just off the cuff, “you guys 
should open a shop!” 

‘It was already there at the back of our 
minds,’ she continues. ‘We were both at 
a point in our careers where we were 
looking to do something more.’ 

Pascale’s father is actor Timothy 
Spall, the national treasure who last year 
won the Best Actor Award for playing the 
title role in Mr Turner. But is he any 
good at making cushions? 

‘No,’ laughs Pascale. ‘No, we all have 
our own special talents. I was always the 
go-to in our family for sewing on buttons, 
and taking measurements for my dad. If 
we were away somewhere I’d fill out the 
costume form for him to fax over.’ 

Haberdashery seems to be riding the 
crest of a creative wave at the moment 


and I wonder if Pascale 
sensed the ‘makers 
renaissance’ before 
opening the shop: ‘I 
wouldn’t say I sensed it, 
it’s always been such a 
big part of my life. I was 
making from my studio 
at home and I would 
have to travel into town 
to get any haberdashery, 
or pop over to Brixton. 

There was an amazing 
haberdashery shop in 
Penge called Maple 
Textiles, but I lived in 
Australia for eight 
years and when I came 
back it wasn’t there. So it grew from that, 
it was an obvious gap in the market.’ 

Pascale’s and Cyrus’ creative drive 
shows no signs of abating. Last year they 
opened The Framing Salon next door, 
and to coincide with Stag & Bow’s fifth 
anniversary, they have just expanded and 
renovated the shop, as well as opening 


the Studio Below. This open-access 
textile studio in the haberdashery’s 
basement is a place where designer- 
makers can use facilities like the Janome 
sewing machines, dye kitchen and textile 
screen-printing studio. 

‘For the last four years we’ve done 
workshops upstairs, so this allows us to 
expand,’ says Cyrus, who, as a former 
teacher, hopes to take the 
creative agenda even 
further. ‘We’d like to use 
the space for vocational 
training, a machine shop 
really, where people 
could undertake a full 
programme and there 
might be a job at the end 
of it, or you would have 
the skills to set up your 
own thing.’ 

I suggest that Pascale 
and Cyrus are the 
centre of the local 
creative community, 
which makes Pascale 
laugh: ‘Oh no, we’re 
just part of a thriving 
community. Not only 
with designer-makers but the community 
we live in. It’s lovely that there’s the 
framers and the sweet shop and the 
butchers... It’s like a children’s book 
when you go for a pizza at St David’s 
and it’s like, “oh, hello, it’s the florist!”’

These architect-designed new-huild homes in 
East Dulwich celebrate their industrial heritage

W e really like our designs 
to continue the story of 
a place,’ says Will Lomas, 
Director of Foster Lomas 
architects, which has created four 
new-build houses in East Dulwich. The 
architect-led development of three 
terraced and one detached house 
reference the origins of their location, 
Hindmans Yard, not only in the industrial 
palette of materials used (think stainless 
steel and polished concrete), but also in 
retaining some of the original walls. 

‘Leaving those old brick boundary 
walls around the site makes the 
courtyards feel grounded,’ says Will of 
the former yard, which was also once 
occupied by craftsmens’ studios. ‘You 
can see all the history in the marks 
and paint colours from 
each old studio. 

‘The homes 
continue the Victorian 
brick detailing from the 
neighbouring houses 
but in a contemporary 
manner, all of which 
we hope adds to the rich history,’ he 
continues. 

The practice has crafted the homes to 
an impressively high standard following 
Scandinavian building requirements, 
which are strict when it comes to things 
like insulation. Craftsmen were also 
employed to help finish the properties 
with details like perforated steel screens 
and dog-tooth exterior brick detailing. 

Accommodation in the terraced 
houses includes an open-plan kitchen/ 
dining room with full-height, full-width 
glazed sliding doors, leading on to a 
private garden. The kitchens feature 
bespoke ‘floating’ units designed by the 
architects themselves, plus there are 
heated, polished concrete floors 


throughout by Steyson, the celebrated 
concrete firm which has also worked on 
the Tate Modern and Gagosian galleries. 
A bespoke staircase leads up to the first 
floor, where there are three bedrooms 
and a family bathroom (the master 
bedroom has an en suite shower area). 
Skylights and unusually high ceiling 
heights ensure that these are light, bright 
spaces, and the bathrooms are finished 
with Calacatta tumbled marble. 

Not only is Foster Lomas a highly- 
regarded, award-winning architecture 
practice (it was selected by Wallpaper* 
magazine as one of the 25 most 
innovative architectural practices in the 
world in 2005), but both Will Foster and 
Greg Lomas live very close to Hindmans 
Yard, so the carefully-crafted project has 
particular significance 
for them. 

‘We hand delivered 
letters to all the 
residents explaining 
our vision,’ says Will, 
‘and because we are 
local we understood 
the need to be inclusive. We were 
spurred on by the terrible level of design 
of new builds generally in London and 
wanted to show how well-designed 
homes are possible on sites such as this.’ 

Sustainability was another priority: 
‘We originally planned to have no central 
heating but in the end were advised the 
market isn’t quite ready!’ says Will. 

It is, however, ready for organic roofs 
and rainwater harvesting: ‘Sustainability 
is just building right for tomorrow. 

You’re asking people if they’d like to 
save money, live in healthy homes and 
save the planet... it’s a no brainer.’ 

The homes, priced £925,000-£995,000, are

Sharmila Patel of Beverley Morris solicitors offers 
advice for tenants of commercial property 
approaching the end of their lease 


re you the tenant of a commercial 
property? Is your lease due to 
expire soon? Are you planning 
to terminate your lease before the 
expiry date? If so, be aware of the following 
financial implications: 

Stamp duty: If your lease has expired but you 
are still in occupation of the property, you must 
notify HM Revenue & Customs that your lease 
has expired within 30 days of it having expired 
and pay any stamp duty within that 30 day 
period. Failure to do so may lead to penalties. 

Double rent: If you serve a notice to quit on 
your landlord and do not vacate the property 


on or before the expiry of the notice, the 
landlord may be entitled to claim double 
rent and/or double value from you. 

Break notice: Care must be taken with the 
drafting and giving of the notice as there are 
strict requirements and non-compliance could 
invalidate the notice. This, in turn, could lead 
to you missing the 'break date' and losing the 
ability to terminate the lease. 

Dilapidations: It will usually be a requirement 
of your lease that you must return the property 
to the landlord in good repair when the lease 
ends. The landlord will usually serve you with 
a list of the work to be done which you must 


complete before the lease ends. The list will 
usually be extensive as the landlord will be 
looking to have you carry out as much work 
as possible.

Get 2016 off to the right start with this delicious, healthy beet 
salad with walnuts, pumpkin seeds and pomegranate 



J anuary may be a month for diets and 
restraint, but with so much fantastic 
seasonal British produce available, 
there’s no excuse for boring and 
bland food. Bright, lively and above all 
nutritious, my beet salad is based around 
four simple ingredients - beetroot, 
walnuts, pumpkin seeds and pomegranate 
- which are packed with essential vitamins 
and minerals to give you an energy boost. 
The addition of labne, fresh mint and 
sumac gives the dish a Middle 
Eastern flavour to keep spirits 
high through the cold winter. 

For this dish you’ll need 
to source young beetroots 
with the leaves still intact. 

Some decent greengrocers 
may stock these, but your best 
bet is your local farmers’ 
market. Choose a selection of 
candy, golden and red as the bright 
colours will look stunning together. 

The texture in this dish comes from the 
walnuts and pumpkin seeds. Toast them 
first in a dry pan to intensify the crunch 
and flavour. The mint and dill add an 
aromatic freshness. There is no need to

chop them. Just tear a few fresh leaves 
and fronds and toss in at the last minute. 

Labne is yoghurt that has been strained 
to remove the whey. To make it yourself, 
place the yoghurt in a bowl and stir in a 
little salt. Line a small bowl with several 
layers of muslin and pour the yoghurt into 
this. Draw the muslin in and twist to form 
a tight ball. Tie off with kitchen twine, 
suspend over a deep bowl and place in the 
fridge overnight.

1 Wash the beetroot thoroughly and then snip 
off their leaves. 

2 Toss them in seasoned oil, place in a baking 
tray covered tightly with foil and bake at 190°C 
for 40 minutes or until tender. 

3 Allow to cool a little then rub off the skins and 
cut the larger ones into wedges. 

4 Whisk the rapeseed oil with the pomegranate 
molasses and season to taste. 

5 Arrange the leaves and beetroot in a large 
serving dish. Drizzle over the dressing and scatter 
over the herbs, nuts and the seeds. Toss together. 

6 Dollop on a few spoonfuls of labne. 

7 Sprinkle over a generous pinch of sumac.

beware 

Searching the records of the local 
authority can uncover vital information 
that could affect your property 



s part of the process of purchasing 
property or land, make sure you 
search the records of the local 
authority. Information might be 
disclosed that would affect the property, for 
example planning restrictions and breaches, 
compliance or non-compliance with building 
regulations, details on road proposals, 
enforcement notices and conservation areas. 
Failure to obtain this information could result 
in you taking on a liability with significant 
practical and financial implications. 

There are many searches recommended, 
including the three outlined below: 

Drainage and Water Search - this identifies 
(among other matters) the location of public 
and private pipes and drains. It should be 


noted, however, that this does not provide 
any information as to the condition of any 
pipes and drains. 

Environmental Search - this potentially 
discloses a host of information including 
whether there is any potential liability for 
contaminated land (a very costly and 
disruptive matter, which would fall on the 
house owner regardless of when contamination 
may have arisen). Risk of flooding, ground 
instability, radon, high speed rail route, energy 
exploration, wind and solar farms and mobile 
phone masts will also be revealed. 

Plan Search - this is probably the most 
interesting search result as it provides 
a snapshot of all planning applications, 
current and historic, within a 750m radius 


of the property. Although a very useful tool, 
it does not eliminate the need for a purchaser 
to make independent enquiries - via the local 
authority website or in person - for any other 
applications or proposals that may not be 
revealed by the search. 

As searches are an essential part of the 
property purchase process and can take 
several weeks, it is advisable to ask your 
conveyancer to make the searches at an 
early stage once you have found a suitable 
property to purchase.

DEEP SOUTH 

You wait for one, and then two come along at once... The story 
behindBrixtons newest venues, The Blues Kitchen andPhonox 

Words MARK KEBBLE 


T en years ago I sat down with 
fresh-faced duo Steve Ball and 
Riz Shaikh to discuss the launch 
venue of their new business, The 
Columbo Group. It was a proper boozer, 
The Old Queens Head in Islington, 
which proved to be such a success that 
further pubs and clubs under The 
Columbo Group banner started springing 
up around north and east London. 

And now, at last, they have ventured 
south of the river. ‘Why now?’ Steve 
repeats my question about not one, but 
two openings in Brixton. ‘We have just 
got round to it! ’ 

For Steve and Riz, everything starts 
with finding the perfect venue. ‘The 
buildings that we operate in are so 
important,’ nods Steve. ‘They are all 
very unique. We wouldn’t take a on bad 
site just for the sake of doing a business, 



so the honest answer is that we found 
the right sites.’ 

The site in which we now sit has been 
a mainstay of the Brixton nightlife scene 
for nearly five years in the guise of the 
Electric Social. When the opportunity to 
buy the place came up, The Columbo 
Group did just that. And in October 
2015 , The Blues Kitchen Brixton was 
born. The third Blues Kitchen site in 


London after Camden and Shoreditch, 
offers the best in blues, roots and soul, 
alongside some of the tastiest BBQ this 
side of the Atlantic over two floors. 

It also looks fabulous. Riz is the man 
behind the design and spent a lot of time 
in America sourcing unique products to 
bring back to Brixton. The attention to 
detail becomes apparent when Riz points 
out his two favourite aspects. ‘I love 
using old tiles,’ he grins. ‘They are 
nostalgic and beautiful, but also very 
durable and practical.’ 

Then there’s the lighting: ‘The old 
Tiffany shades used to be in demand, 
but then came to be seen as quite naff. 
The original shades are stunning and it 
was great to use them in a setting they 
deserve. But everything has to work 
in unison - the food, the music, 
the atmosphere...’ 
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Heart and soul have clearly been 
poured into the project, which makes it 
all the more surprising they have also 
opened a club, Phonox, just around the 
comer. ‘It’s just plain stupidity to open 
two businesses at the same time,’ Steve 
laughs. ‘A year ago 
Riz and I opened up 
two venues at the 
same time and we 
swore we would 
never do it again, 
then circumstances 
conspired to create 
a situation where 
we did.’ 

That situation was the opportunity to 
take over the site where Plan B originally 
stood. ‘We wanted to create a proper 
nightclub,’ Steve says. ‘When I used to 
go clubbing it was less about big name 


DJs. Our vision for Phonox is to hark 
back to the days when community was 
important. It’s about regulars and less 
about big names. We can keep the door 
price very low and ensure we create the 
right environment.’ 

So is this the start 
of a southern invasion? 
Both stay tight-lipped, 
but it’s apparent that 
the guys have the same 
passion as they did 
when I first met them 
a decade ago and that 
they’re delighted to 
have joined us down south. For us, it’s 
been worth the wait.

B runch at the Big Easy 
is essentially an act 
of new-year-new-you 
defiance. I realise 
I’m supposed to repent for 
my festive indulgences by 
befriending the salad, but when 
there are waffles on offer... 

The Big Easy Bar.B.Q & 

Lobstershack, established in 
Chelsea in 1991, serves up 
American-style, home-smoked 
barbecue pork and beef cooked Tow and slow’, 
alongside some fantastic fried chicken and fresh 
Nova Scotian lobsters. A second branch opened in 
Covent Garden in 2014, and now, a third whopper 
of a site has opened in the new Crossrail terminal 
at Canary Wharf. It’s just seven stops from 
Greenwich on the DLR or, if you’ve made the wise 
decision to invest in Woolwich, 8 minutes by 
Crossrail when it’s up and running in 2018. 

At 11,000 sq ft, the site occupies part of the top 
floor and roof terrace gardens of Norman Foster’s 
Crossrail Place, plus the vibe is laid-back, so it’s 
certainly ‘big’ and ‘easy’! It’s also a lot of fun, 
with a busy, buzzy vibe, friends sharing fishbowl 
cocktails (yup, even at brunch), and plastic bibs for 
those tackling messier dishes. My friend and I 
donned ours without question (when in Rome...). 

There are two amazing boozy brunch offers - The Big Pig 
Gig with North Carolina chopped pork, pit-smoked barbecue

‘slaw, pit-smoked beans, fries 
and fresh-baked combread; or 
the Lobster Fest, with a whole 
fresh lobster, lobster roll or 
lobster mac ‘n’ cheese, served 
with fries and house salad. 
Both are accompanied by 
bottomless prosecco, Big Easy 
Brew or house wine for two hours, at just £29.50. 
A steal, especially considering the portion sizes - 
so go hungry and do linger! 

We planned to order one lobster and one pork 
and share them, but my friend decided she 
couldn’t resist the waffles, and I feared food envy, 
so we both ordered the fried chicken with waffles, 
bacon and maple syrup. That’s two huge pieces of 
succulent juicy fried chicken on the bone, three 
mega-waffles and strips of streaky bacon. It’s a 
great dish, indulgent and fun, but the size of the 
waffles does seem to come at the price of moisture 
and fluffiness, so request an extra dose of maple 
syrup. 

As soon as I left I immediately wanted to 
return for a second, more lobstery version of 
brunch, so I think this place will fly, especially in the 
summer when those terraces will really come into their own.

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Where there’s a will 

The New Year is a great time to create, or indeed review a Will, 
says Laura Bailey, Wills & Probate solicitor at Grant Saw 
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B enjamin Franklin famously 
said that only two things 
are certain in this life: 
death and taxes. 

Despite the certainty of death 
for us all, it’s believed that over half 
of the UK adult population doesn’t 
have a Will. If someone dies 
intestate (without a Will), the 
intestacy rules are applied to the 
estate. This could mean that your 
loved ones do not benefit from your 
hard-earned assets and could also 
complicate the administration of the 
estate. Such a situation would be likely 
to cause additional stress to your loved 
ones at an already distressing time as 
they can’t be sure of your wishes. 

Even if you have a Will, it’s important 
to ensure that it’s reviewed on a periodic 
basis to check that it still reflects your 
wishes. In particular, if your family or 
financial circumstances have changed, 
you may find that your Will is no 
longer appropriate. 

The other certainty in life is taxes. 
Currently, each individual has an 
inheritance tax-free allowance, also

known as a nil rate band, of £325,000 
and this can be transferred in full 
between married couples and civil 
partners, provided certain criteria are 
met. This means that couples can have 
a transferable nil rate band of £650,000 
between them. 

Given that the average property 
price in Greenwich is £508,395 and 
£564,987 in Blackheath, it’s important 


that you review your Will to 
ensure it is tax-efficient. The 
Government has outlined 
its proposals to increase the 
transferable nil rate band to 
£1 million by 2020/2021, provided 
you leave the property to children 
and there is a residence within the 
estate. However, the finer details 
have yet to be revealed (for larger 
estates there will be a ‘clawback’ 
of part of this relief) and of course there 
will be another general election in 2020. 

In summary, it is sensible to have a 
Will, that you ensure it is tax efficient 
based on current figures and that it suits 
your existing circumstances.

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to Shakespeare's 
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HISTORY LESSON 

How different is the modern day classroom compared to 100 years 
ago - and does it prepare our children for what lies ahead?

T here are currently 1.9 billion 

children growing up around the 
globe, and these children will 
need to be equipped to face the 
many challenges that come their way. 
We are all aware of how much society 
and the demands on individuals have 
changed over the last century. The 
advent of computer technology means 
that we live in a global community, able 
to connect with people on the other side 
of the world and access information in 
seconds. Examined in this light, it is 
worth reflecting that despite 
revolutionary changes in industry and in 
our day to day lives, it appears that not 
that much has changed in the classroom 
since the Industrial Revolution. 
Blackboards and slates might have been 
replaced with whiteboards and tablets, 
but on the whole the format and content 
remains the same. 

One hundred years ago, a teacher 
would have been a highly revered figure 
delivering facts and figures for students 
to write down and regurgitate. Rote 
learning, even in more ‘creative’ 
subjects, was considered a sign of a 
successful education. Analysing 
Shakespeare’s use of the stage was less 


important than being able to reel off 
whole passages of his plays. However, in 
the 21 st century with the rise in creative 
and technology industries we need 
students not only to be able to read and 
write, but to be fluent in the language of 
technology, questioning what’s in front 
of them and how we can keep breaking 
new ground. 

Thankfully, in the 
UK, we have come a 
long way from this 
old-fashioned rote 
learning model. The 
relationship between 
the student and the 
teacher is becoming 
more collaborative and teachers are 
encouraged to instil passion and 
creativity - asking students to take 
control of their study and develop an 
independence in their learning. Students 
are encouraged to question, build and 
test, and an important step forward has 
been the developing popularity of peer to 
peer learning. Whereas collaborative 
learning encourages students to learn 
with each other, peer to peer learning has 
been a growing trend encouraging 
students to learn from each other. 


These new methods of teaching have 
seen the boundaries between teacher and 
pupil changing, creating an interactive 
classroom, much more in keeping with 
the style of working that students will be 
expected to engage in after school and 
university. Despite technological 
progression, we’ve found that the 
demand for excellent teachers to impart 
information in an 
engaging way very 
much remains alive. 

Schools are under 
increasing pressure to 
ensure they prepare 
their students for 
careers and jobs that 
are outside the scope of our imagination 
- no mean feat. If we can’t accurately 
predict what challenges our children will 
be facing in the world of work, the one 
thing we can do is to provide them with 
as much confidence and strength of 
independent thought as possible.

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New laws for 
landlords 

Simon Hughes at Conran Estates questions 
whether you have to be mad to be a landlord 


I n simple terms, no, you don't have to be. 
Property is a great investment, especially 
over the medium-to-long term (and 
sometimes in the short term, if you 
negotiate a great deal!). Before I became an 
estate agent I was a wealth manager dealing 
with everything from pensions to investment 
trusts, so I know a good investment when I see 
one, but being a landlord is complicated and 
professional help is a must, especially with the 
recent changes to legislation. 

There are five changes that landlords need 
to know about, which I'll outline here. The 
Budget, back in July 2015, made a change 
to offsetting tax as a higher-rate tax payer. 

This takes effect from April 2017 and it means 
that you will only be able to offset the basic 
level of tax at 20% on mortgage interest, 
rather than 45%. 


If your property is furnished, you can now 
allow for 10% of the rental income as a wear- 
and-tear allowance, even if there isn't any 
wear and tear! The plan is for this to be 
restricted to actual expenditure. 

There is a new EU Directive coming into 
effect in April 2016 which could ultimately 
make it more difficult for first-time landlords 
and accidental landlords to enter the market, 
because income will be taken into account 
when underwriting a buy-to-let mortgage. 

When you sell an investment property there 
is often Capital Gains Tax to be paid on any 
gain after the HMRC Capital Gains Tax 
allowance (which was £11,000 this tax year). 
This should be disclosed on an annual self 
assessment to HMRC, but from the year 2019 
the tax will need to be paid within 30 days 
of completion. 



From next April, Stamp Duty for buy-to-let 
purposes will increase by 3% on these 
purchases, so if you are looking to enter the 
market or increase your portfolio, then 
completing before April will save you a few 
pounds. It's interesting to note there is no 
increase to Stamp Duty for house boats!

T he landscape of the property 

industry has changed remarkably 
over the last 10 years. The 
virtual meltdown following the 
run on Northern Rock in 2007 left the 
industry devastated. Although the market 
and prices have recovered since then, 
the estate agency workforce has been 
somewhat altered and dispersed, and 
those who are new to the industry might 
be too accustomed to operating in 
favourable conditions.
